A STORM ON THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER,

Grand and Morganes Levees Hroken—
Nime Parishes Likely to bo, Over.
flowed

From the New Orleans Times, May 11,

We lenrn from a reliable gentleman, who |ust
nrrived on the steamboat Sonora, thab during a
sioim on Tuesday night the wind veered to toe
no1th, and the rain fell in torrents from midaicht
till daglght on Wednesday morning. During
tle night there wak s temporary rise of the river
ol sbouws seven inohes, and the waves, dashing
acuinst the soft and recently erocted embank-
ment, washied over and carrled o away, Pre
vious to the storm the wikter was within dve
inches of the top of the levee.

Our informhant was at thic lower part of Grand
Levee at the timoe of the crevasse, and he states
thut the alarm andexaitement of the inhabitants
were intense, They weregendonvoring to escape
i skitfe, tafts, canoea, carts, nod by ‘every other
availunble means.

While the excitement was ot ita helght, the
news armved that the great Morganea [evee bad
8iko ven way, thereby pres My extending the
nren of uestrueilon,  As the levees were new,
the breaches extended e both places very
ropldly, wod in the course ol u lew hours the
vl r soread over o wide extent ol couniry,
and slill swept onward towards the Gall of
Mexien,

The whiole of that ferrile: (ermtory extending
from the river tp Berwick’s Bay will uudoubt.
edly be delugod, sud the destriction of property
wili be beyond compusgdion, Planters who have
beon endenvoring, by Mmost superhamny e xor-
tions, to build up their broken fortunecs, are
agnin sent forth trom their homes by the pursn.
ing waters —exiles from the Bden they so love,
Incalculable distress must follow whis terrible
visitation of th# angry flood, aod for a season,
at least, the most beautitol portlon of our fair
State will be a trackless waste,

summer, the alligalor will coutse over flelas
which o few days sinee were putting on thoeir
u||:1".upr emiies o promise, Oibher levees below
those which bave been broken are in a doubt-
ful condition.

LATER—OPINION OF THE STATE ENGINEER—WIDTH
AND DETTH OF THE BREAKS,
From the Times, 13¢5,

Mr, Willinme, State Enginser of the Levees,
arrived in wne eity this morniog, and has
reported the condition of the new crevasses up
to yesterday alwrnoon to Mr, Duoralde, Presi
dent of the Board of Levee Commissionnrs,

At Morganza, he gays, the gap is about fonr
hundred feet wide and quite deep, not less than
ten o twelve teet water running through, 1t s
not caving rapidly, and an effort to secure the
ends ol the remaiuing portion ol the work will
probably be made. The pluce where the levee

ave way is immediately in the rear of the

reak wl:'u:h ocourred in rhe old leveo, aud
where there was no obstacle to keep the waves
from dashing vpon the new embankment with
unbroken force. The water washing over, the
torrents of rain that were falling, and the vio-
lent shocks of the waves, caused the lund side
of the levee to “slide,” and g0 wenken [t that
sucecessiul resistance to the immense pressure ol
the strenm was rendered impossibie,

At poon of yesterday Mr. Williams procesded
from Morganza to Grand Levee, The latter lavee
18 nbout four thousand leet lone, and periecely
strright, and consiats of iresh earch piled on the
base of the old levee, which was not washed
away., He was lplormed that there were two
smill breaks n this lovee, buf on reaching the
spot lounud the svealer part of it gone, and nn
unbroken strean of waer, twenty-five hundred
feet wide, roshing through into the tertile and
cultivated lands which strvteh away for miles in
the direct course ol the uncoutrollable Hood,
The water ut this break isnot a0 deep us ar Mor-
ganza; it s judaed, from the tuct that (¢ & vio-
lently rutfled, not smooth sod strong, and 1f iz
thought thad the remains of the old leves, which
hid beeome firm and compaet, still stand,

An, fmmense volume of water I8 flowing
thioueh these breaks into a section which is
probably under better cdltivation this sesson
than any other scotion of the Stare, It s ox-
pected vhat within two or thres days this Nood,
Joined Lo that Irom the Chiog saud ]‘i-ﬂun:-'un ore-
vusses, will inundaate nearly il the Terrebonne
and Lafourche reglon. A grenter calnmity, in
the present Impoverished condition of our
people, conld sonroely have oceurred, and we
anticipate, ere lopg, heart-réendine nccounts of
devastation, sullering, aud perhaps death.
